shallower or the water will never set 
to them. Deep tile mean a deep la.ver 
of mellow soil, which acts as a spouse 
to hold capillary wafer for the crops. 
The deeper the tile the farther their 
effect will bo felt ou either side. 

The size of the tile depends upon '.he 
fall and the amouut of land to be 
drained. The engineer who lays out 
the drain will usually be able to com- 
pute the slie required. 

In cstlmatiiiK the number of acres to 
be drained by a given line of tile all 
the land from which surface water 
flows toward It should be Included, as 
well as all land drained by laterals 
which empty Into it. 
The depth of the drains and the char 
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marked with the depth the ditch is 
to be at that point. When the ditch 
is down nearly to the required point 
targets are set up at these grade 
stakes. A target consists of an upright 
stick on each side of the ditch with 
a crossbar clumped to It These cross- 
bars should be adjusted so that they 
are level and Just seven feet above the 
grade line. Foe Instance, if the cut 
marked on the grade stake is four 
feet the crossbar should be three feet 
above the stake. After a number of 
these targets nave been set a string is 
stretched across the tops of them. 
Then a measuring stick seven feet long 
will Just reach from the string to the 
correct grade line. With one niau to 
hold the measuring stick and unother 
to scrape out the bottom of the ditch, 
it can be dug to grade very accural. -ly. 

Of course both digging the ditch 
and laying the tile should begin at the 
outlet. Don't let the men stand on 
the bank and lay the tile with a hook. 
Make them get down into the ditch 
and put them In by hand, standing on 
those already laid to hold them In 
place. By handling each tile any 
cracked or Imperfect ones can be dls 
covered and thrown out. After the 
tile are laid a little dirt should be 
scraped from the side of the ditch to 
hold them in place. As soon as the 
whole line is in no time should be lost 
In co'eerlnr; the ditch.

stitlons to the contrary, is the lies 
thing in the world for feathers. Ktupt; 
the feather* or down into a bug of 
■ cheesecloth, tie the mouth tightly 
wash In u big tub of strong white 
■oapsuds, with n little nmmonlu added 
Rub the bng between the hands, and 
dip up nnd down In tho water for ten 
or fifteen minutes. Hinse through two 
clear hot waters and hang, without 
squeezing, to drain and dry In the sun 
or near heat. During the drying pro? 
eaa pull the bog npart several times. 
When dry place In n larger, clean bag 
and whip well for ten minutes with a 
rattan whip, and you will find your 
feathers like new. Then put them 
back In clean ticks. Of course there la 
a Blight loss In the feathers, as some 
of them come through the bag, but 
the clean, Huffy ones almost make up 
In bulk for what has been lost in th" 
water. On account of what sifts 
through the bng never wash them In 
set tubs, as the (luff going through the 
pipes moy clog them In three or four 
places A feather bed may be washed 
In the same way. Of 
f*> blesome, but well worth while. Need 
t less to say. the tick should be thor 
oughly washed to be in 
the feathers w hen dry. A hot Qatlron 
well coaled with beeswax and then 
run over the inside of pillow and bed 
ticks keeps the tilling from washing 
through. If you don't wish to wash 
your feathers It Is a great help to 
them lo let them get wet ii 
rain and then sun for aev< 
bringing them In each night.

EXPERIMENTAL ROAD. 

Detail* of One That Has Given the 
Best of Satisfaction. 

! Paniucl 8. Jones of Clinton. Wis., 
furnished the following details of con- 
struction of an experimental rond built 
for islueational purposes under the dl- 

: rectlon of the otllce of public roads, 
with George I.. OoojitJ In charge: 

' "This road was constructed in the 
town of Clinton, Itock county. Wis., 
one mile east of the village of Clinton, 
in the COMtractfMI of this roud all 
the machinery was furnished by the 
government at DO expense to the town. 

The (own, on its p u t. tarnished all the 

labor and material. 

"This road commenced at the top of 
a clay hill and extended down the 
side to and across a black muck 
! slough. Tims we had the advantage 
1 of observing the construction of and 
finishing under the different soil con- 
ditions. TI e road was tlrst graded to 
a width of thirty-six feet from gutter 
to gutter. The trench for receiving 
the crushed rock of which the road 
^instructed was twelve fed wide. 
Thll trench was shouldered evenly nt 
the edges. The bed of the trench or 
roadbed was brought to n perfect 
grade, having a crown of three-fourths 
Inch to the foot from the center of 

the side t boulders, 

"When the roadbed was in proper 
shape for the superstructure cross 
drains were put In ot Interval-; of pin 
feet. These drains, which 
eight to ten Inches deep and one foot 
wide, were ailed with <•< use crushed 
stone and extended to the outside gut- 
ter, thereby Insuring perfect drainage 
for the road when finished. 

"The superstructure was built of 
limestone, the llrst layer being crush- 
ed to a size which would pass through 
a three Inch ring. This layer was then 
rolled thoroughly and covered with a 
finer grade of stone and again rolled, 
This method of placing on layers ami 
rolling was continued until fourteen
